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The  Registrar-General’s  estimate  of  a mid-year  population  in 
the  Urban  District  of  78,120  shows  that  the  upward  population 
trend  has  continued.  Between  1960  and  1961  the  estimated  popul- 
ation increased  by  3,140  and  between  1961  and  1962  the  increase 
was  3,850. 

There  was  a decrease  in  the  number  of  babies  born  but  the  birth 
rate  remains  slightly  above  the  national  figure,  18*7  per  thousand  as 
compared  with  1 8*0  per  thousand  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  adjusted  death  rate  of  12*2  per  thousand  is  a little  lower 
than  in  1961,  but  remains  above  that  for  England  and  Wales.  The 
number  of  deaths  due  to  cancer  has  increased  but  the  area  has  been 
fortunate  in  that  there  has  been  no  significant  increase  in  the  number 
of  deaths  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung.  Diseases  of  the  heart  and  cir- 
culatory system  account  for  the  largest  number  of  deaths. 

It  is  encouraging  to  note  the  improvement  in  the  infant  mortality 
rate  which  is  lower  than  that  for  1961  and  also  lower  than  the  rate 
for  England  and  Wales  in  1962.  Even  though  the  mortality  rate  for 
illegitimate  births  is  high  the  proportion  of  illegitimate  births  is 
small  in  relation  to  the  total  live  births  in  the  District. 

Regretably  there  was  one  death  attributable  to  pregnancy  and 
childbirth  although  the  cause  of  death  was  due  to  a post-operative 
complication  not  exclusive  to  Caesarean  section  as  an  operation.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE 

AREA 

(i)  Staff: 

The  particulars  are  given  at  the  beginning  of  this  report. 

(ii)  Laboratory  Facilities: 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  from  their  centre  at  the 
Infectious  Diseases  Hospital,  Milton  Road,  Portsmouth,  provides  a 
comprehensive  service  to  both  general  medical  practitioners  and  the 
local  authority.  Specimens  are  collected  daily  from  Monday  to 
Thursday  at  the  Health  Department,  Town  Hall.  Special  arrange- 
ments are  made  for  specimens  submitted  at  other  times. 

(iii)  Nursing  in  the  Home  and  Midwifery : 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  six  district  nurses  engaged 
full-time  in  home  nursing  and  five  working  at  combined  district 
nursing  and  midwifery  appointments. 

A total  of  31,906  visits  were  made  by  home  nurses  during  the 
year,  of  which  23,262  visits  were  to  patients  over  the  age  of  65.

The  Midwifery  service  was  supplied  by  10  full-time  midwives, 
together  with  the  five  district  nurse/mid  wives.  Midwives  attended 
at  780  home  deliveries  during  the  year  and  in  addition  245  cases 
delivered  in  hospital  were  attended  by  domiciliary  midwives  on 
discharge  and  before  the  tenth  day. 

(iv)  Ante-Natal  and  Post-Natal  Clinics 

The  Council  does  not  hold  ante-natal  and  post-natal  clinics  but 
Health  Visitors  and  Midwives  attend  the  clinics  for  expectant 
mothers  held  by  general  practitioners  in  their  surgeries. 

In  addition  there  are  Relaxation  Classes  held  by  Health  Visitors 
to  teach  mothercraft  and  prepare  expectant  mothers  for  confinement. 

(v)  Child  Welfare  Clinics: 

During  1 962  there  were  1 0 centres  where  Child  Welfare  Sessions 
with  Health  Visitors  and  a Medical  Officer  in  attendance  were  held.

1,401  infants  under  the  age  of  one  year  attended  Welfare 
Clinics  for  the  first  time  during  the  year  under  review,  almost 
exactly  the  same  number  as  during  1961. 

The  aim  of  the  Child  Welfare  Clinics  is  to  make  available  to 
mothers  skilled  advice  on  all  aspects  of  child  care,  as  well  as  pro- 
viding facilities  for  weighing  and  immunizing  procedures.  In- 
creasing use  was  made  of  health  education  leaflets  and  posters  to 
attract  attention  to  various  topics  and  to  reinforce  information 
given  during  individual  consultations. 

(vi)  Health  Visitors : 

The  full  establishment  of  13  Health  Visitors  was  maintained 
throughout  the  year,  each  Health  Visitor  also  acting  as  School  Nurse. 
Although  old  people  and  the  chronic  and  aged  sick,  now  take  up 
much  of  a Health  Visitor’s  time  her  first  concern  is  still  with  mothers 
and  children.  The  following  figures  give  details  of  work  done  in 


this  field :

(vii)  Inspection  of  Nursing  Homes : 

The  three  Nursing  Homes  registered  in  the  District  were  visited 
regularly  for  the  purpose  of  inspection.  One  new  Nursing  Home 
was  registered  during  1962;  one  Nursing  Home  was  closed  and  its 
registration  withdrawn. 

(viii)  Home  Help  Service : 

The  demand  placed  on  this  Service  continues  to  increase  year 
by  year.  During  1962,  an  average  of  45  Home  Helps  have  been 
employed  on  a total  of  455  cases,  involving  a total  of  44,684  work 
hours.  As  in  previous  years  the  aged  infirm  and  aged  sick  (251) 
form  the  largest  single  category  of  cases  attended.  Maternity  cases 
(68)  and  chronic  sick  (41)  are  the  next  largest  groups  requiring  Home 
Help  services.

The  Centre  is 
open  daily  from  Mondays  to  Fridays  and  is  closed  during  the  periods 
corresponding  to  school  holiday  closure. 
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At  December  31st  1962  there  were  48  trainees  attending,  34 
under  the  age  of  16  years,  and  14  who  were  over  16  years  of  age. 
Five  attenders  at  the  Centre  lived  outside  the  Hampshire  County 
Council  area  and  their  admission  was  arranged  at  the  request  of  the 
appropriate  authorities. 

Valuable  work  is  done  at  the  Training  Centre  in  helping  the 
children  who  attend  there  to  make  the  best  use  of  the  abilities  they 
have  and,  in  so  doing,  to  lighten  the  burden  of  the  parents  of  these 
children.  For  the  older  attenders  it  provides'  occupation  for  those 
who  are  not  fitted  to  go  out  to  work  and  who  would  otherwise  be 
condemned  to  useless  lives  at  home. 

The  parent-teacher  association  formed  at  the  end  of  1961  has 
flourished  to  the  benefit  of  both  parents  and  children. 

Other  aspects  of  the  Mental  Health  Services  have  been  covered 
by  the  Mental  Welfare  Officers,  one  full-time,  and  one  part-time 
Officer  who  commenced  duties  half-way  through  the  year.  During 
the  year,  180  patients  were  referred,  just  over  half  the  requests 
coming  from  general  practitioners. 

(xix)  Chiropody  Service: 

A chiropody  service  for  old  people  is  available  as  in  previous 
years.  This  service  is  provided  by  the  Old  People’s  Welfare  Com- 
mittees and  now  covers  the  whole  of  the  Urban  District. 


(xx)  Disabled  Persons: 

The  provision  of  services  for  the  disabled  is  delegated  to  this 
Authority,  but  under  my  direction,  visits  and  recommendations 
are  made,  initially,  by  a County  Welfare  Officer. 

The  number  of  disabled  persons  registered  in  the  District 
continues  to  rise  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  95.  Disabled  persons 
are  also  visited  by  representatives  of  the  British  Red  Cross  Society 
and  Deaf  persons  are  visited  by  a specialised  Welfare  Officer  for 
the  Deaf. 

Aids  supplied  on  loan  to  disabled  persons  on  medical  recom- 
mendation during  the  year  have  included  bath  steps,  bath  seats, 
handrails  by  baths,  raised  toilet  seats  and  walking  aid  trolleys. 
Further  permanent  aids  and  adaptations  which  are  not  reclaimable 
have  included  handrails  by  stairs,  ramps,  pathways  and  driveways 
for  invalid  carriages  and  pavement  crossings  with  lowered  kerbs. 

Two  more  unusual  instances  were  the  supply  of  an  electric 
motor  for  a sewing  machine  to  enable  a severe  arthritic  to  continue 
her  sewing  and  the  obtaining  of  a grant  for  a special  chair  through 
a Services  Benevolent  Fund  for  an  elderly  lady  suffering  from 
Parkinson’s  Disease. 
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Normal  residents  in  the  District  requiring  more  permanent  care, 
treatment  or  training  than  can  be  provided  at  home,  were  resident 
at  the  time  of  this  report  as  follows: — 

2 in  the  Queen  Alexandra  Hospital,  Cosham. 

1 in  the  Chalfont  Epileptic  Colony. 

1 in  the  St.  David’s  Hospital  for  Male  Epileptics,  London. 

1 in  the  Cheshire  Foundation  Home,  Copthorne,  Surrey. 

1 in  the  Ponds  Home  for  Young  Adult  Spastics,  Beaconsfield, 
Bucks. 

1 in  the  County  Council’s  Establishment  for  Younger  Disabled 
Men  at  Basingstoke. 

The  British  Red  Cross  Society  run  a Club  for  the  Disabled  and 
this  meets  weekly. 

Additionally,  short-stay  holidays  of  two  weeks  have  been 
arranged  when  suitable  vacancies  have  been  available,  either  in- 
dividually or  through  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  on  a small 
group  basis.

Of  those  included  in  the  Register,  12  men  and  15  women  are 
over  the  age  of  65  years. 
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During  the  year  arrangements  continued  to  be  made  to  issue 
badges  to  identify  the  vehicles  of  severely  disabled  drivers  who  had 
difficulty  in  walking  more  than  a short  distance,  in  order  to  ease 
their  parking  problems.  Badges  were  issued  to  19  applicants  during 
the  course  of  1962.

(xxi)  Nurseries  and  Child  Minders  (Regulation)  Act  1948: 

By  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  of  registered  Daily  Minders 
had  risen  to  15,  making  provision  for  175  children  in  all,  a substantial 
increase  over  the  preceding  year.  A further  88  children  were  accom- 
modated in  the  three  nursery  premises  registered  under  this  Act. 

Inspection  throughout  the  year  was  carried  out  by  Health 
Visitors  to  ensure  that  standards  were  maintained.

PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS 
AND  OTHER  DISEASES 

The  occurrence,  in  the  early  part  of  1962,  of  a number  of  cases 
of  smallpox  in  other  parts  of  the  country  had  an  effect  locally  by 
enormously  increasing  the  demand  for  vaccination  against  smallpox. 
The  figures,  quoted  below,  for  re-vaccinations  and  primary  vac- 
cinations at  older  ages  are  consequently  far  larger  than  would  have 
been  anticipated  in  ordinary  circumstances.  The  decrease  in  primary 
vaccinations  under  the  age  of  1 year  is  largely  due  to  the  tendency, 
finally  confirmed  by  a Ministry  of  Health  recommendation,  to  post- 
pone vaccination  until  the  end  of  the  first  year  of  life  or  later. 

1962  also  saw  the  introduction  of  oral  poliomyelitis  vaccine 
which,  by  the  end  of  the  year  had  almost  entirely  superseded  the 
Salk  vaccine  given  by  injection.  The  ease  of  administration  of  the 
oral  vaccine  is  greatly  appreciated  by  all  concerned,  both  parents 
and  children  and  the  doctors  giving  the  dose. 

The  Triple  Antigen  giving  protection  against  diphtheria, 
whooping  cough  and  tetanus  in  one  course  of  injections  continued 
to  be  the  material  used  for  the  vast  majority  of  primary  courses  of 
immunization. 

The  figures  for  all  prophylactic  procedures  given  below  refer 
to  attendances  at  Child  Welfare  Centres  and  at  the  surgeries  of 
General  Practitioners. 

(i)  Poliomyelitis : 

One  case  of  paralytic  poliomyelitis  occurred  in  the  District; 
fortunately,  the  child  made  a good  recovery.  In  collaboration  with 
the  Virus  Laboratory  at  Portsmouth  Royal  Hospital  a thorough 
investigation  was  made  into  the  case  but  the  source  of  infection 
was  not  traced.

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(iv)  Tuberculosis : 

Patients  from  the  District  attend  at  the  Havant  Chest  Clinic, 
Queen  Alexandra  Hospital  under  the  care  of  Dr.  J.  P.  Sharp  to 
whom  I am  indebted  for  the  following  report : 

“The  number  of  tuberculosis  cases  on  the  Register  at  31st 
December  1962,  totalled  625  compared  with  670  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year.  Of  these,  582  are  respiratory  patients. 

New  notifications  during  the  year  totalled  20  and  the  number 
of  transfers  into  the  area  were  33. 

Again,  as  in  recent  years,  the  majority  of  cases  of  tuberculosis 
has  been  among  men  past  middle  age. 

We  have  been  continuing  to  follow  up  the  contacts  of  all  13 
year  old  children  who  are  found  at  school  to  have  a positive  Heaf 
test,  and  as  a result  one  active  sputum  positive  case  which  was 
previously  unsuspected  has  come  to  light.” 

B.C.G.  vaccination  of  senior  pupils  in  secondary  modern  and 
grammar  schools,  has  as  in  previous  year,  been  arranged.  Consent 
forms  were  sent  to  the  parents  of  2,147  pupils  and  permission  was 
given  in  1,789  instances.  After  eliminating  those  children  found  to 
have  positive  reactions  to  preliminary  tuberculin  testing  and  allowing 
for  absentees  at  the  time  of  testing  and  of  vaccination,  B.C.G.  was 
given  to  1,064  pupils.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

(i)  Water: 

The  water  supply  in  this  Urban  District  is  supplied  by  the  Ports- 
mouth and  Gosport  Water  Company. 

It  is  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity. 

A total  of  34  samples  were  taken,  17  by  the  Water  Company 
and  17  by  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department.  All  were  found  to  be 
satisfactory. 

All  dwelling  houses  in  this  Urban  District  are  supplied  from 
public  water  mains  direct  to  the  houses,  and  there  are  no  houses 
supplied  from  stand  pipes. 

(ii)  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal : 

The  arrangements  for  sewage  disposal  are  adequate  with  the 
exception  of  Hayling  Island  where  overloading  sometimes  takes  place 
in  the  summer  months  due  to  the  large  increase  in  population. 
The  Council  is  embarking  on  a scheme  to  bring  the  Hayling  sewage 
to  the  modern  sewage  disposal  works  at  Havant. 

(iii)  Registered  Common  Lodging  Houses : 

There  are  no  registered  Common  Lodging  Houses  in  the  District 

(iv)  Refuse  Collection: 

The  Council’s  labour  force  engaged  on  refuse  collection  is 
controlled  by  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor.  Collection  is  made  weekly 
from  about  25,600  premises  using  a fleet  of  modern  closed-type 
refuse  collection  vehicles.  The  refuse  collected  is  disposed  of  by 
controlled  tipping  at  Budd’s  Farm,  Havant.  An  estimated  quantity 
of  18,100  tons  of  refuse  was  disposed  of  in  this  manner. 

For  Street  Cleansing  the  Council  operate  two  Lewin  Sprinkler- 
Sweeper-Collectors,  covering  about  180  miles  of  roadside  channel 
weekly.  Further  mechanisation  has  been  by  the  introduction  of  four 
manually  operated  electric  trucks,  each  operating  with  a gang  of 
three  men. 

(v)  Mosquito  Control: 

During  January,  February  and  March  the  winter  programme  of 
drainage  work  in  the  breeding  areas  was  successfully  concluded  and 
proved  extremely  valuable  in  restricting  water  levels  and  breeding 
in  the  Spring. 
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The  first  inspection,  with  necessary  spraying  of  infested  water, 
was  commenced  on  14th  March.  Further  inspections  were  made  at 
fortnightly  intervals  throughout  the  breeding  season. 

Aedes  (Ochlerotatus)  detritus  was  found  to  be  the  most 
prevalent  of  the  species  breeding  in  the  Urban  District.  Very  large 
numbers  were  found  and  destroyed  in  the  coastal  margins  during 
the  year.  The  characteristic  of  this  species,  detrimental  to  public 
well-being,  is  that  it  bites  viciously,  causing  extreme  discomfort,  and 
has  an  extensive  flight  range.  Other  species  found  during  1962 
were : — 

in  moderate  numbers  . . Aedes  caspius,  Theobaldia  annu- 

lata,  Culex  pipiens. 

in  smaller  numbers  . . Anopheles  claviger,  Aedes  rusticus, 

Aedes  cantans,  Theobaldia  mor- 
sitans. 

Yearly  complaints  of  mosquito  nuisance  from  Havant  Road, 
Emsworth  area,  were  once  again  investigated.  The  species  Aedes 
(Ochlerotatus)  detritus  was  found  to  be  responsible.  No  breeding 
grounds  other  than  those  already  known  and  treated  regularly  by 
the  Control  Unit,  could  be  found  inside  our  boundary.  A survey 
of  an  area  north  of  Thorney  Island  air  base  was  carried  out  and 
extensive  breeding  was  observed.  These  facts  were  reported  to  the 
air  base  and  the  Chichester  Rural  Council.  The  position  will  be 
watched  when  breeding  resumes  in  1963. 

The  aquatic  weed  called  Ruppia  is  causing  considerable  trouble 
in  some  of  the  drainage  channels.  It  grows  at  a tremendous  rate  and 
collects  large  quantities  of  silt,  thereby  restricting,  and  in  some  cases 
completely  blocking,  the  flow  of  water.  This  especially  applies  to 
the  large  breeding  area  in  482  and  485  fields  at  Tournerbury. 

1962  was  a good  year  from  the  Control  Unit’s  point  of  view. 
Very  few  complaints  of  mosquito  nuisance  were  received. 

Several  requests  for  literature  and  information  on  control 
measures  from  other  Authorities  were  received  and  dealt  with. 

Good  progress  is  being  made  on  the  winter  cleaning  of  drainage 
channels  in  preparation  for  the  breeding  season  in  1963.

(viii)  Caravan  Sites  and  Holiday  Camps : 

The  effects  of  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development 
Act,  1960,  became  more  apparent  on  the  sites  and  by  the  end  of 
the  year  considerable  progress  had  been  made  to  comply  with  the 
new  site  licence  conditions.  With  the  co-operation  of  one  owner, 
17  sites  were  connected  to  the  Council’s  sewer.  The  remaining  sites 
on  the  Eastoke  peninsula  where  no  sewer  is  available  were  provided 
with  flush  sanitation  connected  to  cesspits  and  the  use  of  chemical 
closets  discontinued.  Following  discussions  between  an  owner  and 
the  Public  Health  Inspector,  the  owner  of  a further  site  decided  to 
adopt  the  principle  of  each  caravan  being  provided  with  a separate 
water  closet  and  drainage  plans  were  submitted  and  the  work  started 
just  before  the  close  of  the  year.  Progress  had  also  been  made  by 
all  the  site  owners  to  provide  the  hardstandings  required  and  the 
benefits  of  these  were  accepted  both  by  the  site  owners  and  the 
caravan  owners  and  occupiers. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  307  applications  had  been  received  and 
235  licences  issued.  It  is  estimated  that  there  are  1,964  caravans  on 
the  island. 

The  holiday  camps  were  inspected  regularly  and  any  defects 
rectified  without  resort  to  any  action  beyond  verbal  notice  to  the 
management.  The  swimming  bath  waters  were  sampled  at  frequent 
intervals  and  found  to  be  satisfactory.

It  cannot  be  emphasised  too  strongly  that  the  success  of  efforts 
to  clear  the  District  of  rats  and  mice  depends  largely  upon  the  co- 
operation of  the  general  public  in  reporting  whenever  rats  and  mice 
are  seen  or  known  to  exist.
